Qucſt. 1. F this Water can be made in ſuffici- 
I ent quantities to ſerve the Uſes of 
any Ship at Sea ? 

Anſ. About Ninety Gallons may be Prepa- 
red in eyery Twenty four Hours by an Infiru- 
ment of JJ Inches Diameter, which will ſtand 
under the Deck of any Ship; and it's computed 
that Icſs than three Quarts is a good Allowance 
for any man in that time : And if a large Ship, 
wherein there are many men aboard, ſhould 
requiremore W ater, then two or more of the In- 
ſtruments may be had upon reaſonable I crms, 
and one man may attend ſeveral of them. 

Queſt, 2. In caſe the Operation be by Fire, it 
may require 4 Skilfu! Chymiſt, or one knowing 
in ſuch Operations, to be on Board every Shi , 
who wi/l require great Wages. 

Anſ. There will be no occaſion for any ſuch 
Perlon, fer any Sea-man may be Inſtrufted in 


an Hour or two to prepare this Water.

Queſt. 6. 14! not the Charge of this Injtru- 
ment and Materials belging to it be very great? 
Anf. It is difficult to make exatt Anſwer to 
this, but an Inſtrument of the largeſt Size, with 
all che Materials belonging toir,will not amount 
to above 18 pound, and may lalt many ycars, 
and according to the Ratcs of Ships, they may 
be proportior*d both in Bulk and Price. And 
whctc it may be thovght ncceflary to make ule

Anſ. The quantity of about ninety Gallons 
of Warcr may be prepared with leſs than three 
pecks ot Coals, and proportionably with any 
other Fire 3 and the whole Room that will be 
taken up in the Fire, and in the tew Casks tobe 
imployed in the making and receiving this 
Water, will be leſs than the tenth part of Stow- 
age now employed tor Water onlv, and upon 
a ſtrict Computation made by the Pcrions con- 
cern'd in this Grant,the whole charge of Warer 
wil come to about a farthing per Gallon. 

Quelt. 8. 111! not the Ingredients take up much 
Rum, and be very Chargeable ? 

Anſ. A Veſlel lels then a Barrel may contain 
enough of the Ingredients to carty a Ship to 
the Eaſt 114:es and back again ; and the Ingre- 
dients for near one hundred Gallons ot this 
Sea-water will not amount to above 12 Pence, 
and will be cheaper when preat quantities arc 
ued at Land.

tcn learnedly of this Subzet, bad not the leaft * 


thought that the Sea-water, after it had been 
Diſ-falred, without any Noxious addition, was 
Unwholeſom : and it neither now is, nor ever 
was really doubted whether it were wholeſom;

Ship of 59 or Go Tun, and proportio- 
nably of greater Bulk,may take in (ſeveral Tuns 
of Goods more than formerly they uled to car- 
ry; which will conſiderably advance the Trade 
of all Merchants, and be of vaſt profic to the 
Maſters or Owners of Ships. 

The Charge ofgCasks is very conſiderable, 
eſpecially when bound with him, as all Sca- 
Casks mult be; And by means 6 this Engine, 
three fourths of that charge will be ſaycd. 

The tear and wear of Boats often going 
from Ship board ,and trequent loſs of the Boats 


and, 
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and men in Stormy Weather, and the Op- 
portunity of the Sea-mens being Drunk on 
ſhoar ; by which many tacal accidents do hap-

Ships in long Voyages have becn forc'd ta 
run many Leagues trom their intended courle, 
which much retards their Voyage, and makes 
them lole fair Winds, and maintain more 
Sea-men at charges of Dict and Wages than 
they have occaſion for ; which inconveniencies 
may be prevented by having Water within 
themſclycs. 

Ships are often forc'd to leaye their Anchors 
and Cables behind them, by being torc'd in- 


| to dangerous Shoars upon account of taking

In the African, Eaſt and Weſt India Voyages, 


] great quantities of Freſh Water ate neceſſary, 


which the Sca-men are forcd ro put above 
Deck for want of, room, which is great hin- 
drance to a Ships Sailing, and much cndangcrs 
and weakens a Ship. 

In caſe of Calms, which often happen in the 
narrow Seas, but eſpecially near the Line, this 
Inſtrument will be of vaſt advantage, by at- 
fording freſh and wholſome Water, inſtead of 
that which is unwholſome and offenſive. 

Eſex, Kent, and all other the Sea-Coaſts, in 
any part of the World, that want ng 

atcr, 
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Water, may be eaſily and and cheaply ſupplied 
by this means; as alſo Venice, Amſterdam, Ko. 
terdam, and all other Towns or Places that lye 
near the Sca, arid cither want good, or have 
Brackiſh Water. 

In time of War, whole Navies may be re- 
lieved by this Engine, and Opportunity gi- 
yen of making the greateſt Ditcoverics imagi- 
nablc. 

Ir is further to be conſidered, that hitherto 
the richeſt and ableſt bodied Sea-men have 
been averle from undertaking long Voyages, 
by realon of endangering their Healths, and 
Lives,by making ulc of putrited Water, which 
inconvenience is not now to be fearcd,there be- 
ing ſuch hopes of wſctul Freſh Water by the 
uſe of this Engine ; and poſhbly a ſmaller num- 
ber of men may {crve the ule of Ships than do 
at preſent, by which much Charges will be 
{aved to the Maſters and Owners of Ships; 
and Merchants may Trade upon caficr Terms, 

In Portſmouth; Rocheſter, the Ferns of Lin- 
colyſhire, and any other places near the Sca, 
where Waters are Brackiſh, and conſequently 
unwholſome, this Engine, & c. may be very 
uſeful, and where there is room enough to 
place it, very great cuantities of Water may 
be had for the ule of whole Families, and the 
Ingredients when uſed in great quantitics may 
be afforded at a cheaper _.

ittle time 1 have to do it mn, ) of the 
Tranſattion, which I ſuppoſe muſt have 

given the riſe tothe Mention made of my Name in 
the publick Gazcue: I muſt inform you, that one 
of my neareſt Relations, (Captain Fitz-Geraid } 
md fome other Worthy Gentlemen, having ac- 
quainted his Majeſty, that They had an Invention 
for making Sca-water ſiyeet and wholſom ingreat 
qrantity, and with ſmall charge, and that I had 
examin'd,and did approve the Water ſo prepar d; 
His Mjelty was pleasd with very Gracious Ex- 
preſſions, to tonumand Me to attend him with 4 
further and more particular Information. Ha- 
ving readily obey*d this Order,and been made ac- 
quainted with the Objeftions the King thought fit 
to make againſt the Prailicl loneſs of the Inven- 
tion; which, (tho a private Manhad urg*d then ) 
I ould think the moſt Judicious that have beer: 
fram'd againit :t; I humbly preſented ta him, 
that T look't aton this Invention as comprizinig 
two differing things ; a Mechanical part,whicl, 
related to the Engine it [e!f, and the uſe of it & 
Ship-board,and a Phy fical part, which concerns 
| t : the 
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the Potableneſs and Wholſonmeſs of the Liquour, 
About the former of theſe I did not pretend to 
clear the Difficutties eſpecially ſuch ftirong ones,gs 
His Majeſty had propos d; bi#left it to the Patcn- 
recs to give him Satisfattion, which they were in 
a readineſs to offer. But as to the Wholſomneſs of 
the prep.a*d Water,l bad made ſome Tryals upon 
the Liquour, which gave me no juſt Grounds of ſu- 
ſrefting it to be wirwholſum, but ſeveral Motives 
tolelieve itwellcondition” d,and of greatuſe to Na- 
Vigators, nd not to them onlv. And having here- 
ufon briefly acquainted His Majeſty with the chief 
Tryals I had made to examin this Sweetned Wa- 
tzr, He was pleas dto bk :1pon them as Satisfatto- 
ry,andvonchſafed onthat occaſion to Diſcourſe,asa 
Virtudſo,of the Sea and Brackih-waters,andgave 
me ſome new.,4s well inſtruftive Obſervations about 
them : and i concluſin, diſmiſs'd the Patcntees 
with x Gracious Promiſe of his Royal Protettion, 
and pecutiir Favour. 

To this tort Narrative it now remains, that 1 
triefly S:hjown the chief things that perſwaded me 
of the Salubrity of this Water, ( whence may be 
nultly andeafily inter” d,the Unilitythe Publick may 
recoive by a theap and eafie way of preparing it.) 
Firſt, then I corſfider'd that almojt all the Rain- 
water that fals from the Clouds on the Main Oce- 
4n,and which (except perhaps in very few Places 
in Torrid Climates ) is unqueſtionably receiv'd as 
whollom muſt be afforded by the Sea, and conſe- 

quently 
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quently be but Sea-water freed from its Salt, (ate 
cording to the famous Motto, Redit Agmine dulci.) 
Next I found, (as his Majeſty himſelf had done, ) 


], that the Liquour was wel!taſjted, and without any 


ſenſible Brackiſhneſs ; and ſome of it continued for 
between 4 or 5 Months in a large Chriſt al Bottle, 
that I purpoſely kept wiiſtopt, and for the moſt part 
in a South Window, where it neither did, nor 
probably in a lng time, will putr:fie, or ſo much 
as appear troubled or leſs tranſparent ; during 
which time, it was with Approbation taſted and 
ſmel}d by ſeveral Learned Phiſictans of the fanous 
Colledge of London. T hirdly, I found it Laver 
very well, which moſt Pump-waters, and many 0- 
| thers that have ſome /1ttle ( tho unperceiv'd ) com- 
mon Salt in them, will not do. Fourthly, this 1W4- 


ter will boyle Peaſe tender, which amongſt Sea- 
men is one of the principal fizns of good Water. 
Fitthly, In very good Ballimres with an Inſtrument 
that 1 purpoſely causgd to be made for the nice 
weighing of Liquours, I found this Wiater far leſs 
heavy than one would expett ; for if it differ dat 
all in weight from the lhe quantity of undijtill'd 
IWater, (I freak with an It, becauſe it is far more 
difficult to be exatt in ſuch nice Tryals, than the 
wprattic'd will imagine ) the difference was not 
con{derable,being but one part in 499, and that dif- 
ference is very ſmall in compariſon of that which 
Navigators and learned Authors relate to be ob- 
fervable in natural Waters, al! of them good and 
| B» tetable : 
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potable: I might tell you on this Occaſion, that the 
Laſt Great Duke of Tuſcany, who was an Emi- 
nent Virtuoſo, and the Patron of the celebrated 
Academy of the Lyncean Philoſophers, is af- 
frm'd, among other prudent Courſes that he took 
for his Health, whereof he was very Sollicitous,to 
have conſtantly made uſe of diſtz/Pd Watrcr, when 
he usd any Water, for his own Drinking. And 
1 could add other things favourable enough to the 
Patentecs Water, if Haſte, and perhaps Diſcre- 
tion too, did not oblige me to leave them yet un- 
mention'd,that I mght now have time to ſay ſome- 
what of the main thing of all that convinced me 
of the Saltleſsnels of the Water I ſpeak of: I conſi- 
der d then, Sixthly, that the thing that was aim'd 
at by thoſe ingenious men, that at differing times, 
and in ſeveral Countries have attempted to make 
Sea-water ſweet, and the thing that was requir'd 
by propoſing Recompences, or otherwiſe to encou- 
rage the Makers of ſuch Attempts, was to free the 
Sea-water from the Brackifhneſs without any noxi- 
ous Additament: fo that on all /ides it was taken 
for granted,that theohly thing that kept the Sea-wa- 
ter from being ſafely Potable, was its Brackifhneſs. 
From which reflettion it was natural for Me to 
inter 4 Concluſion very favourable to our prepar'd 
IWater. For having long fince written a ſhort Diſ- 
courſe of the Saltnels of the Sea; I had been in- 
durions to deviſe ways of comparing Waters itt 


foint of Brack(kneſs. And by theſe 1 found the 
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Patentees water to be more free from Common- ſalt 
than Watersthat arenſually drin-khcrein London, 
of which I remember I ſkewed thoſe Gentlemen an 
experiment that ſurpriz'd,as well as convinced them. 
And that which more ſatisf” 1 me my ſelf, was a Tryal 
that I carefully made by a way,which having men- 
riod, but not yet ( for want of opportunity ) diſelos' d 
to His Majefty,the Reſpett I owe Hi forbids me to 
impart without His leave: On which account T hoje 
you'll be content to be at preſent aſſur'd of theſe two 
Things; One, that by this way of Tryal, 1 found, 
(what poſſibly you willthinkſtrange; ) that if there 
were in Water, fo much as one Grain of Salt, in 
above two Ounces of Water, | could readily diſco- 
ver it : The other, that even by this critical Exa- 
men,I conl.1not detett ſo much as a thouſandth part 
of Salt in Our Prepar*d Water; whereas I forud 
by Tryals purpoſely and carefully made, that our 
Engliſh Sea-water contair'd a 44, 07 45th part 
of good dry Salt; er,which is al one,that 44 Pints, ' 
or near fo many Pounds of Marine Water, wou!
